Elsewhere along the battle line the fighting has once 
more relaxed, being limited chiefly to artillery engagements..

has issued a report upon cadmium, a

there is a plentiful stipply of cadmium 
in the -Unite* States, and that "only a 
sufficient demand for the 
metal 
needed 
for this country to become a- 
great producer." 'In years past Ger- 
many has (been the principal cadmium- 
producinx country. The report says, 
in part; 
"Most -manufacturing- establishments, 
industrial warehouses and" department 
stores are equipped with an automatie-

open "when the temperature rises much 
above -the ordinary, as in case of "• Sn 
incipient fire.
